An. Act to amend and improve the Relations of 
Landlord and Tenant in Ireland. 



W HEREAS the overholding Possession of Lands and Tene- Preamble, 
ments- in Ireland by Tenants from Year to Year, or' in 
mere Occupation, O’wing One Year’s Rent or up'wards, or 
who shall not have paid to the Owner any Rent for One Year or 
5 upwards, is a grievous Wrong: And whereas the ancient Proceeding 
by Notice to quit is in many Cases unsatisfactory, and a Cause of 
accumulating Costs against poor Persons, who are encouraged thereby 
to incur tlie same,, to their own Loss and Injury : Be it enacted by 
the- Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
10 Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporalj and Commons, in this 

present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, That Landlords, 
it shall and may be la-wful for any Landlord or Lessor of Lands, cases^m- 
Tenements,. or Hereditaments in Ireland to whom- One Year’s Rent powered 
shall be due, at any Time after the Commencement, of this Act, by 
15 any Tenant thereof from Year to Year, on for any Term exceeding for Nonpay- 
One Year, whether such Tenant shall hold the same under any mentofUent. 
written Instrument or not, provided such. Landlord or Lessor shall 
be willing to forego the said Arrear. of Rent by. a legal Receipt or 
sufficient Acquittance to be given to the Tenant or Occupier,, to

VI. And be it enacted, That if any Tenant or Lessee of 
any Lands in Ireland, or any other Person, shall at anyTime after 
Sunset on Saturday, or between that Time and the rising of the 
Sun on the following Monday Morning, or at any Time withm the 
Period commencing at Sunset and ending at the following Sunrise, 5 
cut, reap, dig, or sever, or aid or assist in the cutting, reaping,

VIII. And be it enacted, That in the Interpretation of this Act 
the Singular Number shall extend to several Persons or Things as 
well as to one Person or Thing; and any Word importing the Plural 
10 Number shall apply to one Person or Thing as well as to several 
Persons or Things ; and every Word importing the Masculine Gender 
only shall extend to aPemale as well as a Male ; the Words “ Justice 
of the Peace at Petty Sessions ” shall be deemed to include any Divi- 
sional Justice of the Peace for Dublin; and that where the same 
15 Reversion shall be successively vested in different Persons they shall 
be deemed for the Purposes of this Act to claim under each other 
although they may have different Estates therein ; and that the 
Word “ Landlord” shall include Bodies Corporate, and Companies 
or Partnerships. 

20 IX. And be it enacted. That no Variance or Defect or verbal or 
technical Error in any Notice or Document under this Act, not cal- 
culated to mislead, shall invalidate or vitiate such Proceeding, Notice, 
or Document. 

X. And be it enacted. That this Act shall extend only to 
25 Ireland. 

XL And be it enacted, That this Act shall commence and take 
Effect from the First Day of September One thousand eight hundred 
and fifty, save and except in Cases in which it is hereby otherwise 
provided. 

30 XII. And be it enacted, That this Act may be amended or 
repealed by any Act to be passed in the present Session of Parlia- 
ment. 
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
